LONDON, July 26 {U.R)— British-Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden today "welcomea' red China's "prompt offer to 
make amends for the savage and inexcusable" attack by 
red fighter planes on a-Britiah commercial alrUner last Fri- 
day. ■■ - ' ■ . 

Eden made his statement "welcoming"' tho communist 
apology for. the incident, in which ao persons mclnding three 
.■Americans are believed to have been killed, to the houao of 
commons. 

As ho spoke, the word was 
flashed .-from Washington 
that U. S. fighter planes, cov- 
ering a continuing search for 
possible survivors of the shot- 
down British plane, had been 
attacked and had downed two 
red Chinese. fighter planes.
